If there. remains any doubt that 
General. Eisenhower has become the 
complete captive of the Republican Old 
Guard and Sen. Robert Taft, it should 
diminish with each appearance of the 
GOP candidate. Ike has reversed him- 
self on just about every stand he took 
prior to the nomination — positions 
which gained him the nomination but 
which he is repudiating now one by one. 


~ He has changed his mind about some 
convictions he has held for years, amaz- 
ing those supporters who saw in him 
new and dynamic leadership in thought 
and action. Looking at the record, 
these supporters who brought about his 
nomination must swallow, among oth- 
ers, the following bitter pills: 

The general, prior to his nomination, 
declared that the nomination of Sen- 
ator Taft would be “disastrous.” To- 
day he apparently has embraced all the 
views of Taft, including those toward 
the present Joint Chiefs of Staff whom 
Taft promised to remove if elected. 
Remembering that the chairman of the 
joint chiefs; Gen. Omar Bradley, was 
Eisenhower’s own choice as his suc- 
cessor to carry out Ike's objectives, this 
is strange indeed. ‘ 

The GOP nominee has embraced 
Senator Jenner, who called Ike's dis- 
coverer and benefactor, General Mar- 
shall, a “living lie.’ He has endorsed 
Senator McCarthy, who has vilified 
scores of decent people with blanket 
character assassinations. | 

He has attacked Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson for views on Korea held 
at the time when, as Army chief of 
‘ staff, he helped to mold these views 
and concurred in them fully. 

The general has accepted a practice 
by his running mate, Senator Nixon, 
which if indulged in by all senators and 
representatives would make a complete 
farce of the principles of representative 
govcrnment and lead to corruption such 
as the nation has never before known. 
Such practices are unthinkable for a 
man’ who aspires to be vice-president 
or possibly president. Neither does a 
‘public weeping scene indicate qualifi- 
cations for either office. 

The general apparently has accepted 
Senator Taft's views, at least in large 
part, on the question of universal mili- 
tary training. After supporting UMT 
for years, his new stand sounds strange 
indeed. | 

Some observers point out that the 
Republican candidate has’ now de- 
nounced all those who served under the 
administrations of Roosevelt and Tru- 
man except himself—a principal bene- 
ficiary of those administrations. They 
add that to make the record complete, 
he should repudiate the role he played 
as Allied commander, as chief of staff, 
and as supreme commander of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization. | 

As he follows the dictates of Senator 
Taft, such a course would not be sur- 
prising, although it would be most 
painful to those who expected so much 
more from General Ike.

be considered soberly .and seriously. 
The responsibilhity lies with the general 
himself. If he is that helpless, then cer- 
tainly the Defense department should 
lose no time in getting itself a new man 
to head up this vital agency. 

Reading further intd press dispatches 
covering his statement, however, we 
find him saving that he does not know 
the names of any subversives within his 
organization, but “you must proceed on 
the assumption that they can infiltrate 
you and that’s what we do.” What was 
interpreted as a positive remark was 
really an assumption. 

And this “assumption” formed the 
basis of the general’s remarks that are 
now being made a political issue. We 
doubt that he intended they be used as 


such, being merely the personal opinion - 


of a military man not versed particu- 
larly in expressing himself in under- 
standable terms. 

At best, General Smith’s “assump- 
tion” must be based on past experi- 
ences. It is.a safe surmise in the light 
of what has happened so many times in 
the past. Under either the Democrats 
or the Republicans the same assump- 
tion must be made and doubtlessly has 
been ‘nade. Not only in government, 
but in private agencies, the Commu- 
nists attempt to slip in. We have found 
them seeking domination of professional 
and labor groups and attempting to gain 
control of communications networks. 

Blanket accusations will not catch 
Communists nor will an atmosphere of 
witch-hunting and fear promote the

control ®%f the Labor Party,

The 
Communists have been caught and are 
being caught, but wholesale attacks on 
individuals, individual reputations, or 
agencies only serve Communist aims at 
division and mistrust and undermining 
of democratic institutions.

The Last Step 
To Dictatorship’

Amendment No. 1 is the last of an unholy 
trinity of laws under which political dic- 
tatorship can be established and maintained 
in Georgia. 

First is the county unit law itself. Next 
is a law passed in 1949 giving the state 
executive committee of a party the author- 
ity to say who is and who is-not qualified 
to be a candidate for state office in the 
party’s primary. Now comes Amendment 
No. 1 which says that no candidate can get 
his name on the ballot in the general elec- 
tion unless he has been nominated by a po- 
litical party under the county unit system. 

It is easy to see how this system can be 
operated. The state executive committee of 
the governor’s party is named by him and, 
of course, he names people whose political 
thinking is in line with his. If you want to 
run for governor and this committee doesn’t 
want you to run, they can say you are a 
‘renegade or a left-winger’’—to use the gov- 
ernor’s own language—and refuse to qual- 
ify you. 

It makes no difference how unsatisfac- 
tory such candidates are-to the people; when 
one has been nominated in the primary, 
under the county unit system, his name 
goes on the general election ballot, and no 
one can run against him unless he also has 
been nominated by «~me other party in a 
state-wide primary under the unit system. 

There you have the setup. Amendment 
No. 1 is the capstone of this edifice of au- 
tocracy. And, like similar schemes of Hit- 
ler and Stalin, it is all done in the name 
of democracy. 

Two years ago, the forces backing Amend- 
ment No. I were soundly defeated when 
they tried to pass an amendment extending 
the county unit system to general elections. 
They are now trying™ to accomplish the 
same purpose by barring everybody from 
the. general election ballot except those who 
are nominated in a primary held urider. the

Immigration 
Parley Set 
For Oct. 17 


A seven-man commission set up 
by President Truman to study and 
evaluate immigration and natural- 
ization policies will meet in Atlanta 
Oct. 17 to hear the views of persons 
and organizations in this area. 

The public hearing, scheduled 
from 9:30-a. m. to 6:30 p. m. in 
the Old Post Office Bldg., will be 
the final session in a series of 11 
held in major cities’ across the 
country. 

The commission will give par- 
ticular consideration to the admis- 
sion of immigrants in the light of 
social and economic conditions in 
this country; requirements and 
administration of immigration laws 
with respect to admission, , nat- 
uralization, denaturalization, exclu- 
sion and deportation of ailens; the 
effect: of immigration laws, 
including the national origin quota 
system, on conduct of U. S. foreign 
policy, and the overpopulation of 
parts of Western Europe and ref- 
ugee and escapee problems in such 
areas. 

The commission will report to 
the President before Jan. 1, 1953. 
It's members: include Philip B. 
Perlman of Maryland, commission 
chairman; Earl G. Harrison, Penn- 
syivania attorney; Monsignor John 
O’Grady, secretary of the National 
Conference of Catholic Charities; 
the Rev. Thaddeus F. Gullixson, 
chairman of the Minnesota Dis- 
placed Persons Commission; Clar- 
ence E. Pickett. honorary secre- 
tary of the American Friends 
Service Committee; Adrian _ S. 
Fisher, legal adviser of the State 
department, and Thomas C. Fin- 
ucane, chairman*of the board of 
immigration appeals of the Depart- 
ment of Justice,
